THE DOMINICAN VOTE 
Voters in the Dominican Republic elect a 
new President on Wednesday (June 1). 
THE UNITED STATES policed the Dominican 
Republic for eight years — 1916 to 1924 — and 
the legacy was the brutal Trujillo regime. We 
intervened again a little over a year ago and 
the legacy of that occupation, while as yet un­ 
certain, could prove as disastrous. The vote for 
a new President on Wednesday will be only a 
temporary m arker of the way. 
The reason is that whoever wins will find him­ 
self in immediate trouble. At this writing Juan 
Bosch, the form er President in whose name the 
revolt of April 1965 was begun, is given the edge. 
Some observers, however, see Joaquin Balaguer, 
Trujillo’s ex-President and head of the junta 
after the dictator’s assassination, running sur­ 
prisingly strong. 
The third candidate, Rafael Bonnelly, also a 
form er Trujillo m inister and Provisional P res­ 
ident after the assassination, and like Balaguer 
a rightist, does not figure. Speculation has it 
that Bonnelly might withdraw at the last minute 
and throw his support to Balaguer, but that would 
be a gift of perhaps only 25,000 votes. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT will inherit a political 
and economic shambles. Unemployment is ap- 
.proachiog half a million on the tiny island. The 
¡growing unemployment rate totals 36.8 per cent 
of the available male work force. 
Imbalance of age on the island is another prob­ 
lem. More than half the present population of 
3.5 million is under the age of 15. There aren’t 
enough schools, and literacy at best totals 30 
per cent of the people. 
It now looks as if American budgetary aid 
to the Republic has been timed to end about 
when the new President is to be installed — if 
everything goes well, on July 1. This would not 
threaten long-term development loans, amount­ 
ing to $14 1/2 million. But it would affect the 
heavy support the United States has given to 
meet government payrolls and other housekeep­ 
ing expenses — $46 1/2 million for budgetary 
1966 plus another $25 million Congress voted to 
be advanced if needed. 
The new regime certainly will have to negotiate 
for continued U. S. aid. 
But it would be well 
if that help could be supplied in other areas than 
budget supplements, military training and hard­ 
ware (the Dominican military apparatus already 
is bloated) and expensive U. S. products. 
BOSCH has the support of the left and center, 
including grudging Communist backing. His own 
party is the Partido Revolucionario Dominicano 
(PRD), Balaguer is the candidate of the Reform­ 
ista party, but he is hardly viewed as a reform er. 
He is the favorite of the military. Bonnelly hopes 
to (fraw support from four factions: 
The 
splintered remnants of the National Civic Union, 
which ran second in the 1962 polling, the Liberal 
Evolutionists, 
Revolutionary Vanguard, and 
Nationalist Revolutionaries. 
As can be seen, names don’t mean much. Bon­ 
nelly is really the candidate of the Oligarquia, 
or F irst Fam ilies of the island. 
What probably counts most is the support of the 
campesinos, peasants, and workers. Balaguer is 
making a big pitch to these — more jobs, lower 
rice prices — relying on what may be a strong 
residual charisma of the toppled Trujillo. 
Whoever wins may not be able to command for 
long. That might mean that the United States 
would have to intervene again, but this time with 
Organization of American States cooperation 
from the beginning.

EXPLORING THE OCEANS 
Exploration of the ocean depths may prove more 
fruitful than exploration of outer space. There 
are limits to the amount of sustenance that can 
be drawn from the 25 per cent of the earth’s sur­ 
face which is dry land. But the vast, mysterious 
oceans contain untold food and mineral riches. 
The problem is to find ways to extract them. 
This question undoubtedly will be discussed at 
the second International Oceanographic Con­ 
gress, scheduled to open in Moscow on Monday, 
May 30. 
Man is as ill-adapted to an underwater environ­ 
ment as he is to outer space. While prolonged 
weightlessness and solar radiation are the 
cardinal hazards of space flight, water pressure 
is the chief barrier to deep undersea voyages. 
For example, it takes up to five hours for a man’s 
body to adjust to surface pressure after only 
one hour underwater at a depth of 2 50 feet. Under 
heavy pressure, the nitrogen of the air breathed 
by the diver dissolves in his blood and tissues. 
If he surfaces too quickly, the nitrogen is 
released explosively, like carbon dioxide in soda 
water when a bottle cap is removed. 
Jacques-Yves Cousteau, 
the noted French 
oceanographer, has tried to get around the p res­ 
sure problem by constructing underwater com­ 
munities. Five men lived for a month in a 
four-structure “ village” built by Cousteau be­ 
neath the surface of the Red Sea. M. Scott 
Carpenter, one of the original American astro­ 
nauts, lived for 30 days last year in a 57- 
foot-long steel chamber anchored 2 05 feet below 
the surface of the Pacific near La Jolla, Calif. 
Such communities may someday permit ex­ 
ploitation of the oceans’ treasure. 
The con­ 
tinental shelves alone are believed to contain 30 
million cubic m iles of oil-bearing sediments. 
And Ritchie Calder, professor of international 
relations at the University of Edinburgh, feels it 
is possible to train dolphins, manatees and 
dugongs to tend Texas-sized “ sea ranches, 
sea pastures and sea stud farm s.”

According to the Association of American 
Railroads, railroad piggyback service which 
for 10 years made a habit of setting annual 
traffic records — did it again in 1965. In that 
year, for the first time since such statistics 
were originated in 1955, rail piggyback went 
over the m illion-car mark.

Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., after 
being 
entrusted by the senate in 1962 
with Investigating the insurance 
Industry, suddenly stopped pay. 
ing his insurance premiums and 
began recommending friends to 
insurance companies for loans. 
He and his law firm actually 
collected fees and commissions 
on these loans. 
Dodd 
also 
accepted free 
rides on a Travelers Insur* 
ance Company plane, and his 
son, Jeremy, was hired as an 
agent 
by Aetna 
Life and 
Casualty Company. 
But there is still more to 
the story. 
In 1962, 
Dodd also inter- 
vened with the Connecticut In­ 
surance commissioner to ar­ 
range 
for Bankers Life and 
Casualty Company to do busi­ 
ness in the state. For pulling 
the right strings, he collected 
$5,000 
from 
Brundage and 
Short. The Chicago law firm 
which 
represented 
Bankers 
Life and Casualty. 
Only a month after he wrote 
to the commissioner, Dodd was 
able 
to 
report 
to Attorney 
Charles Short on May 17, 1962: 
“ The enclosed documents are 
self • explanatory. I am pleased 
that Bankers Life and Casualty 
Co. has been licensed to do 
business in Connecticut.” 
Two days later, on July 19, 
1962, 
Brundage 
and Short 
mailed the senator check No. 
18243 for $5,000. 
Reached in Chicago, Short 
tried to deny the whole affair, 
first he claimed that Dodd had 
handled the matter before he 
became a senator. When Short 
was reminded that Dodd had 
been elected to the senate four 
years prior to his intervention 
for 
Bankers Life in 1962, he 
declared that Dodd had been un­ 
able to arrange the licensing. 
Advised of the senator's let­ 
ter announcing his success in 
obtaining the license, 
Short 
insisted that Dodd had not been 
paid. When he was reminded of 
the $5,000 check. Short changed

his denial to a claim that the 
$5,000 was a loan from his late 
partner, Howard Brundage, to 
Senator Dodd. 
“ Tom and Howard used to 
borrow 
money 
from one an­ 
other,” said Short. 
“ It was not a personal check,” 
we pointed out. “ Did Brundage 
use his firm's checking 
ac­ 
count to make personal loans?” 
“ I am not the slightest 
bit 
interested in you people,” Short 
snapped. “So goodbye." And he 
hung up. 


THE INSURANCE ALIBI 
Meanwhile, three of the in­ 
surance companies have been 
trying to explain their rela­ 
tionship with the senator who 
is supposed to investigate them. 
A spokesman for Travelers 
denied to the Hartford Times 
that Dodd had used the com­ 
pany plane. Nevertheless, the 
senator's former aides recaU 
that he flew in the Travelers 
plane at least a half a dozen 
tim es. The records show, for 
instance, that he took off for 
Connecticut in the Travelers 
plane at 7:15 p.m. on July 2, 
1964. The plane made a special 
trip to Washington in October, 
1964, to fly him to a Travelers 
men's club meeting, then re­ 
turned him to Washington the 
next day. 
Merritt McDonough, speaking 
for the Charles H. McDonough 
Sons 
Insurance Agency, also 
told the Hartford Times that 
Dodd had neglected to pay his 
back insurance premiums be­ 
cause his 
bookkeeper didn't 
show him the bill. Not until the 
accountant left 
the 
payroll, 
claimed McDonough, did Dodd 
discover he owed $3,403.37 in 
premiums dating back in 1962. 


INSURANCE DENIALS 
But Dodd's accountant 
tells 
a different story. He states that 
he called the unpaid insurance 
premiums 
to the senator's 
attention several times, but that 
Dodd merely shrugged off the 
burgeoning bill. He started to 
pay his beck premiums in De­ 
cember, 1£65 -ejftqr he learned 


this column was investigating 
his misconduct. 
Buist Anderson of Connecti­ 
cut General and Millard Bartels 
of Travelers, both vice presi­ 
dents, admitted to this column 
that Dodd had sent friends to 
see them about loans. They in­ 
sisted that the applications were 
judged strictly on their merits, 
ignoring the fact that Dodd was 
supposed to be investigating 
them, 
not 
recommending 
friends to them for loans. They 
admitted, however, that they 
had talked to Dodd about the 
insurance investigation and in­ 
surance legislation. 


While we do not accept these 
denials, we do want to correct 
an error regarding our report 
that insurance companies had 
collected $260 billion during a 


2 0 -year period but had paid out 
less than $90 billion in living 
and death benefits. The institute 
of 
life insurance points 
out 
that $73 
billion of the total 
$260 
billion intake came not 
from premiums but other 
in- 
vestments. 


It also states that the cor­ 
rect outlay during the 2 0 -year 
period is $74 billion for living 
benefits, $39 billion for death 
benefits, and $18 billion in oth­ 
er payments to policyholders, 
or a total of $131 billion, not 
$90 billion. 
This column also quoted Wil­ 
liam C. Smerling of Connecti­ 
cut General as telling insurance 
managers that the life insur­ 
ance public had been “ ravaged, 
raped, and defrauded” by the 
insurance companies. 
In fairness to Mr. Smerling, 
it should be noted that, though 
he was correctly quoted, his 
remarks were aimed at those 
salesmen who offer rebates to 
make sales, persuade custom­ 
ers to cash in old policies to 
pay for less valuable new pedi­ 
cles, and charge excessive com­ 
missions. He was not criticizing 
the majority of Insurance sales­ 
men. 
We are happy to make these * 
corrections. . 


TWO BUDGETS 
Most of us think that each 
year’s 
federal appropria­ 
tions 
represent the total 
spending for that year. But, 
incredibly large as 
these 
appropriations are, that isn’t 
the case. 
Congress 
also authorizes 
what is known as new spend­ 
ing authority. The authori­ 
zations are for projects and 
programs 
running over 
a 
considerable period of time, 
and the money is not dis­ 
bursed in any one year. 


This is no small matter. In 
the last three years, spend­ 
ing authority has exceeded 
expenditures by an average 
of nearly $ 6 billion a year. 
By July 1, 1965, 
over $90 
billion of unused spending 
authority 
will be accumu­ 
lated. 
It 
will still 
be 
available for spending - -on 
top of the spending authority 
requested In the 1966 budget. 
This is not so complicated 
as it may seem. To all in­ 
tents and purposes, there are 
two budgets. One —the one 
that makes the headlines — 
covers a single year’s out­ 
go. The other -- the one few 
of us know about — makes 
available additional billions 
to 
be spent over 
several 
years. In either case, the un- 
believeable 
bills must 
be 
met, in the taxes we pay now 
and in the debt we bequeath 
to our descendants. 
The case for economy 
in 
government—that will bring 
all spending within income, 
make possible a start on re­ 
ducing the debt and save what 
is left of the dollar’s value— 
was never so strong as it is 
now.

Labor Backs Pentagon Build­ 
up of Tough Reserve Force But- 
Says Too Many College Men 
Exempted From Draft 
Washington, D.C.- The battle­ 
ground of the republic in these 
days of the citizen-soldier ap­ 
pears to be the draft. 
There are the card burners, 
the hunger strikers, the 
sit- 
inners. Yet if all these 
were 
m arshalled in one vast hall, 
they would not equal, 
by far, 
the number of young men who 
enlist voluntarily in one month. 
There are the solid backers 
of the draft, such as the lead­ 
e rs 
of 
labor. None is more 
sturdy and steadfast. But they 
are beginning to eye jaundiced- 
ly 
the 
huge bulk of college 
deferments and have queried 
Labor Secretary Wirtz on the 
problem. 


This, 
say some labor lead­ 
e rs 
of considerable influence 
and 
import, 
discriminates 
against the young men who work 
with their hands as well 
as 
brains -- or 
are learning to 
become adept at physical skills 
needed to make a space age 
function. 
While college men are de­ 
ferred 
and deferred, young­ 
sters in the skilled 
trades’ 
apprentice training programs 
are being drafted. 
National labor leaders, using 
the jargon of their trade, say 
bluntly, this is “ unfair.” They 
plan to take another look at the 
■ nation’s draft policy which has 
been reaching into apprentice­ 
ship training programs such as 
those run by the electrical, 
plumbing or other construction 
industries. 
In the printing 
trades’ pro­ 
gram s, a young man is “ safe” 
if he has completed one year of 
apprentice 
training. But if a 
prospect is drafted 
before he 
gets into such craft 
schools, 
how can he get his one year in, 
asks one union official. 
On the other hand, a young 
man applying 
for college gets 
in if he has the grades and 
then generally is 
secure for 
four years. 
“ This apprenticeship training 
is just as much an 
education 
for future life for these kids,” 
said one national official, “ as 
any college educations for the 
others. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
trades they learn in the ap­ 
prenticeship program 
really 
are vital to America’s defense 
effort.” 
However, inside labor 
there 
is no lack of support for the 
draft. Nor is there any pacif­ 
ism . American labor’s official 
high 
command 
is 
still u n ­ 
animously behind the m ilitary’s 
efforts to build a strong fighting 
force. 
There is powerful labor sup­ 
port 
for the citizen-soldier 
Reserve and National Guard 
training. 
This is reflected in 
an exchange of letters, never 
published, 
between Secretary 
of Defense McNamara 
and 
AFL-CIO President Meany. 
It began last November when 
Mr. McNamara 
wrote to Mr. 
Meany saying that “ urgent na­ 
tional defense requirements to- 


day call for the stepped-up 
' training 
of 
our citizen-sol­ 
dier components to achieve an 
advanced stage ol com bat read­ 
iness. 
“ A selected 
Force of Na­ 
tional Guard and Reserve units 
has been designated 
for this 
mission. Starting 
this month, 
training 
for the 119,000 Army 
Guardsmen 
and 31,000 Army 
Reservists . . . .will be 
in­ 
creased 
50 per cent to 
the 
equivalent of three eight-hour 
days per month — to be ac­ 
complished on weekends or at 
night. 
“ Similar stepped-up training 
has been effected 
for 12,000 
members of the Air 
National 
Guard and 10,000 members of 
the Air Force Reserve. 
“ The citizen-soldier in these 
and all other reserve training 
units will need the understand­ 
ing and support of his employ­ 
e r 
if he is to perform 
ef­ 
fectively 
both his military 
duties and the civilian job which 
is his means of livelihood. We 
must 
make sure that neither 
his earning power nor his ad­ 
vancement possibilities will be 
jeopardized 
by his military 
service.” 
Secretary 
McNamara 
then 
asked Mr. Meany “ to 
alert 
leaders of unions 
affiliated 
with the AFL-CIO 
to this 
problem. Specifically, 
we ask 
for the understanding and as­ 
sistance 
of the local leader­ 
ship of the affiliates in our 
efforts to insure that equit­ 
able arrangements are made, 
as necessary for reservists 
to fulfill their military obliga­ 
tions.” 
McNamara 
added that some 
work schedules would have to be 
rearranged to meet production 
deadlines and military training 
requirem ents. 
Then he urged 
that plant supervisors, union 
representatives and Guard and 
Reserve unit commanders work 
together in each locality. 
After Mr. Meany 
returned 
from the national AFL-CIO con­ 
vention, he replied to the De­ 
fense Secretary with pledges of 
full support. 
He assured the Defense Dept, 
that the AFL-CIO would “ co­ 
operate in every way . . . to 
free 
members 
of 
National 
Guard 
and Reserve units for 
extra days of training.” 
Mr. Meany 
then communi­ 
cated with all national union 
presidents. They in turn alerted 
their local leaders. 
He 
also designated the eru­ 
dite AFL-CIO 
research 
di­ 
rector, Nat Goldfinger, to work 
with the Dept, of Defense “ to 
assist in implementing 
this 
effort.” 
At this moment all is 
going 
smoothly, 
and Mr. Meany has 
made 
good his pledge , in the 
name of the 13 million members 
of America’s big labor federa­ 
tion, that 
there would 
be 
“ complete AFL-CIO 
cooper­ 
ation in this matter.” 
No doubt this 
stance has 
provoked criticism of the labor 
leaders by 
virtually all of 
those to whom President John­ 
son has 
appealed to “cool” 
it.

HARD TO GET TAXES FROM 
LEASORS, CO-OPS 
Enforcing a law should not be 
too great a dilemma — but when 
enforcement 
means 
paying 
several million dollars in taxes, 
the corporation or company In­ 
volved tends to balk. 
The State Tax Commission is 
fighting a dual battle to enforce 
its tax laws — one against leas­ 
ing corporations in the state 
who have not been paying taxes 
on rental machines, and the 
other, a long-standing one with 
rural electric cooperatives. 
Commissioner Hunter Phillips 
said the leasing companies had 
not been properly taxed until 
he came into office under Gov. 
Warren Hearnes. 
International 
Business Ma­ 
chines (IBM) apparently plans 
to take their case to court, 
even though they are meeting 
with Phillips this week to at­ 
tempt to iron out the problems. 
But Phillips pointed out that 
they probably wUl contest their 
assessment of machines rented 
in the state, which now is under 
$10 million and would jump to 
almost $66 million if all are 
included in their fair value. 
Previously, 
IBM and other 
rental agencies had assessed 
their machines at their factory 
cost less depreciation, but the 
tax commission feels that as­ 
sessment can only fairly be 
based on the rental value. For 
example, Phillips said one ma­ 
chine was valued at $40,000 
and yet is renting to the state 


for $9,000 a month. 
Other 
corporations 
have 
readily 
cooperated with the 
commission 
and have volun­ 
teered to file amended returns 
including all rental machines. 
Xerox, for example, recently 
amended its return from $1 
million to $11 million, Phillips 
said. 
The problem of fairly assess­ 
ing electric cooperatives has 
not been a new one and often 
is tied into county politics. 
Within REA alone, assessment 
per mile of cable varies from 
$50 to $500, Phillips said. As­ 
sessment values are obtained 
by dividing the total value of 
plant facilities by the number 
of miles of cable. 
Electric cooperatives main­ 
tain that since they are owned 
by their customers they should 
not be assessed by the state 
or on the same basis as pri­ 
vately-owned 
public utilities. 
Calloway Electric Co-op three 
years ago obtained a cease and 
desist order to prevent state 
assessment of their properties 
to challenge an attorney gener­ 
al’s opinion which held that the 
law covered them. This case 
probably will be heard some­ 
time this month. 
Often 
electric cooperatives 
have 
received 
preferential 
treatment in their respective 
counties 
as many county of­ 
ficials serve on cooperative 
boards and generally all re­ 
ceive their electricity in coun­ 
ties served by cooperatives. 
Missouri statute provides that 
the state tax commission shall 
assess these properties, but it 
still is being handled by county 
assessors. 
To remedy assessments of all 
utilities the commission has 
changed its form of reporting 
to encompass

owned by the utilities. This

electric 
utilities and gas companies, 
Phillips said.

Voters in the Dominican Republic elect a 
new President on Wednesday (June 1). 
THE UNITED STATES policed the Dominican 
Republic for eight years -- 1916 to 1924 — and 
the legacy was the brutal Trujillo regime. We 
intervened again a little over a year ago and 
the legacy of that occupation, while as yet un­ 
certain, could prove as disastrous. The vote for 
a new President on Wednesday will be only a 
temporary m arker of the way.

The third candidate, Rafael Bonnelly, also a 
form er Trujillo m inister and Provisional P res­ 
ident after the assassination, and like Balaguer 
a rightist, does not figure. Speculation has it 
that Bonnelly might withdraw at the last minute 
and throw his support to Balaguer, but that would 
be a gift of perhaps only 25,000 votes. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT will inherit a political 
and economic shambles. Unemployment is ap­ 
proaching half a million on the tiny island. The 
^growing unemployment rate totals 36.8 per cent 
of the available male work force. 
Imbalance of age on the island is another prob­ 
lem. More than half the present population of 
3.5 million is under the age of 15. There aren’t 
enough schools, and literacy at best totals 30 
per cent of the people. 
It now looks as if American budgetary aid 
to the Republic has been timed to end about 
when the new President is to be installed — if 
everything goes well, on July 1. This would not 
threaten long-term development loans, amount­ 
ing to $14 1/2 million. But it would affect the 
heavy support the United States has given to 
meet government payrolls and other housekeep­ 
ing expenses — $46 1/2 million for budgetary 
1966 plus another $25 million Congress voted to 
be advanced if needed. 
The new regime certainly will have to negotiate 
for continued U. S. aid. 
But it would be well 
if that help could be supplied in other areas than 
budget supplements, military training and hard­ 
ware (the Dominican military apparatus already 
is bloated) and expensive U. S. products. 
BOSCH has the support of the left and center, 
including grudging Communist backing. His own 
party is the Partido Revolucionario Dominicano 
(PRD). Balaguer is the candidate oftheReform- 
ista party, but he is hardly viewed as a reform er. 
He is the favorite of the military. Bonnelly hopes 
to draw support from four factions: 
The 
splintered remnants of the National Civic Union, 
which ran second in the 1962 polling, the Liberal 
Evolutionists, 
Revolutionary Vanguard, and 
Nationalist Revolutionaries. 
As can be seen, names don’t mean much. Bon­ 
nelly is really the candidate of the Oligarquia, 
or First Families of the island. 
What probably counts most is the support of the 
campesinos, peasants, and workers. Balaguer is 
making a big pitch to these — more jobs, lower 
rice prices — relying on what may be a strong 
residual charisma of the toppled Trujillo. 
Whoever wins may not be able to command for 
long. That might mean that the United States 
would have to intervene again, but this time with 
Organization of American States cooperation 
from the beginning.

EXPLORING THE OCEANS 
Exploration of the ocean depths may prove more 
fruitful than exploration of outer space. There 
are limits to the amount of sustenance that can 
be drawn from the 25 per cent of the earth’s sur­ 
face which is dry land. But the vast, mysterious 
oceans contain untold food and mineral riches. 
The problem is to find ways to extract them. 
This question undoubtedly will be discussed at 
the second International Oceanographic Con­ 
gress, scheduled to open in Moscow on Monday, 
May 30. 
Man is as ill-adapted to an underwater environ­ 
ment as he is to outer space. While prolonged 
weightlessness and solar radiation are the 
cardinal hazards of space flight, water pressure 
is the chief barrier to deep undersea voyages. 
For example, it takes up to five hours for a man’s 
body to adjust to surface pressure after only 
one hour underwater at a depth of 250 feet. Under 
heavy pressure, the nitrogen of the air breathed 
by the diver dissolves in his blood and tissues. 
If he surfaces too quickly, the nitrogen is 
released explosively, like carbon dioxide in soda 
water when a bottle cap is removed. 
Jacques-Yves Cousteau, 
the noted French 
oceanographer, has tried to get around the pres­ 
sure problem by constructing underwater com­ 
munities. Five men lived for a month in a 
four-structure “ village” built by Cousteau be­ 
neath the surface of the Red Sea. M. Scott 
Carpenter, one of the original American astro­ 
nauts, lived for 30 days last year in a 57- 
foot-long steel chamber anchored 205 feet below 
the surface of the Pacific near La Jolla, Calif. 
Such communities may someday permit ex­ 
ploitation of the oceans’ treasure. 
The con­ 
tinental shelves alone are believed to contain 30 
million cubic miles of oil-bearing sediments. 
And Ritchie Calder, professor of international 
relations at the University of Edinburgh, feels it 
is possible to train dolphins, manatees and 
dugongs to tend Texas-sized “ sea ranches, 
sea pastures and sea stud farm s.”

WASHINGTON ~ This column 
has reported that Sen. Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., after 
being 
entrusted by the senate in 1962 
with investigating the insurance 
industry, suddenly stopped pay. 
ing his insurance premiums and 
began recommending friends to 
insurance companies for loans. 
He and his law firm actually 
collected fees and commissions 
on these loans. 
Dodd 
also 
accepted free 
rides on a Travelers Insur­ 
ance Company plane, and his 
son, Jeremy, was hired as an 
agent 
by Aetna 
Life and 
Casualty Company. 
But there is still more to 
the story. 
In 1962, 
Dodd 
also inter- 
vened with the Connecticut In­ 
surance commissioner to a r­ 
range 
for Bankers Life and 
Casualty Company to do busi­ 
ness in the state. For pulling 
the right strings, he collected 
$5,000 
from 
Brundage and 
Short. The Chicago law firm 
which 
represented 
Bankers 
Life and Casualty. 
Only a month after he wrote 
to the commissioner, Dodd was 
able 
to 
report 
to Attorney 
Charles Short on May 17, 1962: 
“ The enclosed documents are 
self • explanatory. I am pleased 
that Bankers Life and Casualty 
Co. has been licensed to do 
business in Connecticut." 
Two days later, on July 19, 
1962, 
Brundage 
and Short 
mailed the senator check No. 
18243 for $5,000. 
Reached in Chicago, Short 
tried to deny the whole affair, 
first he claimed that Dodd had 
handled the m atter before he 
became a senator. When Short 
was reminded that Dodd had 
been elected to the senate four 
years prior to his intervention 
for 
Bankers Life in 1962, he 
declared that Dodd had been un­ 
able to arrange the licensing. 
Advised of the senator’s let­ 
te r announcing his success in 
obtaining the license, 
Short 
insisted that Dodd had not been 
paid. When he was reminded of 
the $5,000 check, Short changed

his denial to a claim that the 
$5,000 was a loan from his late 
partner, Howard Brundage, to 
Senator Dodd. 
“ Tom and Howard used to 
borrow 
money 
from one an­ 
other," said Short. 
“ It was not a personal check," 
we pointed out. “ Did Brundage 
use his firm ’s checking 
ac­ 
count to make personal loans?" 
“ I am not the slightest 
bit 
interested in you people," Short 
snapped. “ So goodbye." And he 
hung up. 


THE INSURANCE ALIBI 
Meanwhile, three of the in­ 
surance companies have been 
trying to explain their rela­ 
tionship with the senator who 
is supposed to investigate them. 
A spokesman for Travelers 
denied to the Hartford Times 
that Dodd had used the com­ 
pany plane. Nevertheless, the 
senator’s form er aides recall 
that he flew in the Travelers 
plane at least a half a dozen 
tim es. The records show, for 
instance, that he took 
off for 
Connecticut in the Travelers 
plane at 7:15 p.m. on July 2, 
1964. The plane made a special 
trip to Washington in October, 
1964, to fly him to a Travelers 
men's club meeting, then re­ 
turned him to Washington the 
next day. 
Merritt McDonough, speaking 
for the Charles H. McDonough 
Sons 
Insurance 
Agency, also 
told the Hartford Times that 
Dodd had neglected to pay his 
back insurance premiums be­ 
cause 
his 
bookkeeper didn't 
show him the bill. Not until the 
accountant 
left 
the 
payroll, 
claimed McDonough, did Dodd 
discover he owed $3,403.37 in 
premiums dating back in 1962. 


INSURANCE DENIALS 
But Dodd's accountant 
tells 
, a different story. He states that 
he called the unpaid Insurance 
premiums 
to the senator’s 
attention several tim es, but that 
Dodd merely shrugged off the 
burgeoning bill. He started to 
pay his back premiums in De­ 
cember, 1965 -after he learned 


this column was investigating 
his misconduct. 
Buist Anderson of Connecti­ 
cut General and Millard Bartels 
of Travelers, both vice presi­ 
dents, admitted to this column 
that Dodd had sent friends to 
see them about loans. They in­ 
sisted that the applications were 
judged strictly on their m erits, 
ignoring the fact that Dodd was 
supposed to be investigating 
them, 
not 
recommending 
friends to them for loans. They 
admitted, however, that they 
had 
talked to Dodd about the 
insurance investigation and in­ 
surance legislation. 


While we do not accept these 
denials, we do want to correct 
an erro r regarding our report 
that insurance companies had 
collected $260 billion during a 
20-year period but had paid out 
less than $90 billion in living 
and death benefits. The institute 
of 
life insurance jDoints 
out 
that $73 
billion of the total 
$260 
billion intake came not 
from premiums but other 
in­ 
vestments. 


It also states that 
the cor­ 
rect outlay during the 20-year 
period is $74 billion for living 
benefits, $39 billion for death 
benefits, and $18 billion in oth­ 
er payments to policyholders, 
or a total of $131 billion, not 
$90 billion. 
This column also quoted Wil­ 
liam C. Smerling of Connecti­ 
cut General as telling insurance 
managers that the life insur­ 
ance public had been “ ravaged, 
raped, and defrauded" by the 
Insurance companies. 
In fairness to Mr. Smerling, 
it should be noted that, though 
he was correctly quoted, his 
rem arks were aimed at those 
salesmen who offer rebates to 
make sales, persuade custom­ 
ers to cash in old policies to 
pay for less valuable new poli­ 
cies, and charge excessive com­ 
m issions. He was not criticizing 
the majority of Insurance sales­ 
men. 
We are happy to make these 
corrections. 


TWO BUDGETS 
Most of us think that each 
year's 
federal appropria­ 
tions 
represent the total 
spending for that year. But, 
incredibly large as 
these 
appropriations are, that isn't 
the case. 
Congress also authorizes 
what is known as new spend­ 
ing authority. The authori­ 
zations are for projects and 
programs 
running over 
a 
considerable period of tim e, 
and the money is not d is­ 
bursed in any one year. 


This is no small matter. In 
the last three years, spend­ 
ing authority has exceeded 
expenditures by an average 
of nearly $6 billion a year. 
By July 1, 1965, 
over $90 
billion of unused spending 
authority 
will be accumu­ 
lated. 
It 
will still 
be 
available for spending - -on 
top of the spending authority 
requested in the 1966 budget. 
This is not so complicated 
as it may seem. To all in­ 
tents and purposes, there are 
two budgets. One --the one 
that makes the headlines — 
covers a single year's out­ 
go. The other — the one few 
of us know about — makes 
available additional billions 
to 
be spent over 
several 
years. In either case, the un- 
believeable 
bills must 
be 
met, in the taxes we pay now 
and in the debt we bequeath 
to our descendants. 
The case for economy 
in 
government--that will bring 
all spending within income, 
make possible a start on re ­ 
ducing the debt and save what 
is left of the dollar's value— 
was never so strong as it is 
now.

Inside Labor

Labor Backs Pentagon Build­ 
up of Tough Reserve Force But - 
Says Too Many College Men 
E <empted From Draft 
Washington, D.C.- The battle­ 
ground of the republic in these 
days of the citizen-soldier ap­ 
pears to be the draft. 
There are the card burners, 
the hunger strikers, the 
sit- 
inners. Yet if all these 
were 
marshalled in one vast hall, 
they would not equal, 
by far, 
the number of young men who 
enlist voluntarily in one month. 
There are the solid backers 
of the draft, such as the lead­ 
e rs 
of 
labor. None is more 
sturdy and steadfast. But they 
are beginning to eye jaundiced- 
ly 
the 
huge bulk of college 
deferments and have queried 
Labor Secretary Wirtz on the 
problem. 


This, 
say some labor lead­ 
e rs 
of considerable influence 
and 
import, 
discrim inates 
against the young men who work 
with their hands as well 
as 
brains — or 
are learning to 
become adept at physical skills 
needed to make a space age 
function. 
While college men are de­ 
ferred 
and deferred, young­ 
sters in the skilled 
trades’ 
apprentice training program s 
are being drafted. 
National lat>or leaders, using 
the jargon of their trade, say 
bluntly, this is “ unfair." They 
plan to take another look at the 
■ nation’s draft policy which has 
been reaching into apprentice­ 
ship training programs such as 
those run by the electrical, 
plumbing or other construction 
industries. 
In the printing 
trades’ pro­ 
gram s, a young man is “ safe" 
if he has completed one year of 
apprentice 
training. But if a 
prospect is drafted 
before he 
gets into such craft 
schools, 
how can he get his one year in, 
asks one union official. 
On the other hand, a young 
man applying 
for college gets 
in if he has the grades and 
then generally is 
secure for 
four years. 
“ This apprenticeship training 
is just as much an 
education 
for future life for these kids," 
said one national official, “ as 
any college educations for the 
others. 
Furthermore, 
the 
trades they learn in 
the ap­ 
prenticeship program 
really 
are vital to America's defense 
effort." 
However, inside labor 
there 
is no lack of support for the 
draft. Nor is there any pacif­ 
ism . American labor’s official 
high 
command 
is 
still un-- 
animously behind the m ilitary's 
efforts to build a strong fighting 
force. 
There is powerful labor sup­ 
port 
for the citizen-soldier 
Reserve and National Guard 
training. 
This is reflected in 
an exchange of letters, never 
published, 
between Secretary 
of Defense McNamara 
and 
AFL-CIO President Meany. 
It began last November when 
Mr. McNamara 
wrote to Mr. 
Meany saying that “ urgent na­ 
tional defense requirements to­ 


day call for the stepped-up 
■ training 
of 
our cltizen>soU 
dier components to achieve an 
advanced stage of com bat read­ 
iness. 
“ A selected 
Force of Na­ 
tional Guard and Reserve units 
has been designated 
for this 
mission. Starting 
this month, 
training 
for the 119,000 Army 
Guardsmen 
and 31,000 Army 
Reservists . . . .will be 
in­ 
creased 
50 per cent to 
the 
equivalent of three eight-hour 
days per month — to be ac­ 
complished on weekends or at 
night. 
“Similar stepped-up training 
has been effected 
for 12,000 
members of the Air 
National 
Guard and 10,000 members of 
the Air Force Reserve. 
“ The citizen-soldier in these 
and all other reserve training 
units will need the understand­ 
ing and support of his employ­ 
er 
if he is to perform 
ef­ 
fectively 
both his 
military 
duties and the civilian job which 
is his means of livelihood. We 
must 
make sure that neither 
his earning power nor his ad­ 
vancement possibilities will be 
jeopardized 
by his military 
service." 
Secretary 
McNamara 
then 
asked Mr. Meany “ to 
alert 
leaders of unions 
affiliated 
with the AFL-CIO 
to this 
problem. Specifically, 
we ask 
for the understanding and as­ 
sistance 
of the local leader­ 
ship of the affiliates in our 
efforts to insure that equit­ 
able arrangements are made, 
as necessary for reservists 
to fulfill their military obliga­ 
tions." 
McNamara 
added that some 
work schedules would have to be 
rearranged to meet production 
deadlines and military training 
requirements. 
Then he urged 
that plant supervisors, union 
representatives and Guard and 
Reserve unit commanders work 
together in each locality. 
After Mr. Meany 
returned 
from the national AFL-CIO con­ 
vention, he replied to the De­ 
fense Secretary with pledges of 
full support. 
He assured the Defense Dept, 
that the AFL-CIO would “ co­ 
operate in every way . . . to 
free 
members 
of 
National 
Guard 
and Reserve units for 
extra days of training." 
Mr. Meany 
then communi­ 
cated with all national union 
presidents. They in turn alerted 
their local leaders. 
He 
also designated the eru­ 
dite AFL-CIO 
research 
di­ 
rector, Nat Goldfinger, to work 
with the Dept, of Defense “ to 
assist in implementing 
this 
effort." 
At this moment all is 
going 
smoothly, 
and Mr. Meany has 
made 
good his pledge , in the 
name of the 13 million members 
of America's big labor federa­ 
tion, that 
there would 
be 
“ complete AFL-CIO 
cooper­ 
ation in this m atter." 
No doubt this 
stance has 
provoked criticism of the labor 
leaders by 
virtually all of 
those to whom President John­ 
son has 
appealed 
to “ cool" 
it.

THE DOMINICAN VOTE 
Voters in the Dominican Republic elect a 
new President on Wednesday (June I). 
THE UNITED STATES policed the Dominican 
Republic for eight years — 1916 to 1924 — and 
the legacy was the brutal Trujillo regime. We 
intervened again a little over a year ago and 
the legacy of that occupation, while as yet un­ 
certain, could prove as disastrous. The vote for 
a new President on Wednesday will be only a 
temporary marker of the way. 
The reason is that whoever wins will find him­ 
self in immediate trouble. At this writing Juan 
Bosch, the former President in whose name the 
revolt of April 1965 was begun, is given the edge. 
Some observers, however, see Joaquin Balaguer, 
Trujillo’s ex-President and head of the junta 
after the dictator’s assassination, running sur­ 
prisingly strong. 
The third candidate, Rafael Bonnelly, also a 
former Trujillo minister and Provisional Pres­ 
ident after the assassination, and like Balaguer 
a rightist, does not figure. Speculation has it 
that Bonnelly might withdraw at the last minute 
and throw his support to Balaguer, but that would 
be a gift of perhaps only 25,000 votes. 
TUE NEW PRESIDENT will inherit a political 
and economic shambles. Unemployment is ap­ 
proaching half a million on the tiny island. The 
^growing unemployment rate totals 36.8 per cent 
of the available male work force. 
Imbalance of age on the island is another prob­ 
lem. More than half the present population of 
3.5 million is under the age of 15. There aren’t 
enough schools, and literacy at best totals 30 
per cent of the people. 
It now looks as if American budgetary aid 
to the Republic has been timed to end about 
when the new President is to be installed — if 
everything goes well, on July I. This would not 
threaten long-term development loans, amount­ 
ing to $14 1/2 million. But it would affect the 
heavy support the United States has given to 
meet government payrolls and other housekeep­ 
ing expenses — $46 1/2 million for budgetary 
1966 plus another $25 million Congress voted to 
be advanced if needed. 
The new regime certainly will have to negotiate 
for continued U. S. aid. 
But it would be well 
if that help could be supplied in other areas than 
budget supplements, military training and hard­ 
ware (the Dominican military apparatus already 
is bloated) and expensive U. S. products. 
BOSCH has the support of the left and center, 
including grudging Communist backing. His own 
party is the Partido Revolucionario Dominican© 
(PRD). Balaguer is the candidate of the Reform- 
ista party, but he is hardly viewed as a reformer. 
He is the favorite of the military. Bonnelly hopes 
to draw support from four factions: 
The 
splintered remnants of the National Civic Union, 
which ran second in the 1962 polling, the Liberal 
Evolutionists, 
Revolutionary Vanguard, and 
Nationalist Revolutionaries. 
As can be seen, names don’t mean much. Bon­ 
nelly is really the candidate of the Oligarquia, 
or First Families of the island. 
W hat probably counts most is the support of the 
campesinos, peasants, and workers. Balaguer is 
making a big pitch to these — more jobs, lower 
rice prices — relying on what may be a strong 
residual charisma of the toppled Trujillo. 
Whoever wins may not be able to command for 
long. That might mean that the United States 
would have to intervene again, but this time with 
Organization of American States cooperation 
from the beginning.

EXPLORING THE OCEANS 
Exploration of the ocean depths may prove more 
fruitful than exploration of outer space. There 
are limits to the amount of sustenance that can 
be drawn from the 25 per cent of the earth’s sur­ 
face which is dry land. But the vast, mysterious 
oceans contain untold food and mineral riches. 
The problem is to find ways to extract them. 
This question undoubtedly will be discussed at 
the second International Oceanographic Con­ 
gress, scheduled to open in Moscow on Monday, 
May 30. 
Man is as ill-adapted to an underwater environ­ 
ment as he is to outer space. While prolonged 
weightlessness and solar radiation are the 
cardinal hazards of space flight, water pressure 
is the chief barrier to deep undersea voyages. 
For example, it takes up to five hours for a man’s 
body to adjust to surface pressure after only 
one hour underwater at a depth of 250 feet. Under 
heavy pressure, the nitrogen of the air breathed 
by the diver dissolves in his blood and tissues. 
If he surfaces too quickly, the nitrogen is 
released explosively, like carbon dioxide in soda 
water when a bottle cap is removed. 
Jacques-Yves Cousteau, 
the noted French 
oceanographer, has tried to get around the pres­ 
sure problem by constructing underwater com­ 
munities. Five men lived for a month in a 
four-structure “ village” built by Cousteau be­ 
neath the surface of the Red Sea. M. Scott 
Carpenter, one of the original American astro­ 
nauts, lived for 30 days last year in a 57- 
foot-long steel chamber anchored 205 feet below 
the surface of the Pacific near La Jolla, Calif. 
Such communities may someday permit ex­ 
ploitation of the oceans’ treasure. 
The con­ 
tinental shelves alone are believed to contain 30 
million cubic miles of oil-bearing sediments. 
And Ritchie Calder, professor of international 
relations at the University of Edinburgh, feels it 
is possible to train dolphins, manatees and 
dugongs to tend Texas-sized “ sea ranches, 
sea pastures and sea stud farms.”

Railroads, railroad piggyback service which 
for IO years made a habit of setting annual 
traffic records — did it again in 1965. In that 
year, for the first time since such statistics 
were originated in 1955, rail piggyback went 
over the million-car mark.

A reporter must not only be honest and 
accurate, but he must be objective to the point 
where he can disregard entirely his personal' 
feelings in a news gathering assignment given 
to him. Having covered an assignment, a re-' 
porter uses the facts he has gathered to write his 
story. 
An editor then checks it for errors in spelling, 
construction and style, and then has the fascinat­ 
ing job of writing an interesting headline that will 
not only tell what the story is about, but will 
be of the right length to fit the space assigned to 
the story.

surance com m issioner to a r ­

for Bankers L ife 
and 
Casualty Company to do busi­ 
ness in the state. For pulling 
the right strings, he collected 
$5,000 
from 
Brundage and 
Short. The Chicago law firm 
which 
represented 
Bankers 
L ife and Casualty. 
Only a month after he wrote 
to the com m issioner, Dodd was 
able 
to 
report 
to Attorney 
C harles Short on May 17, 1962: 
“ The enclosed docum ents are 
self • explanatory. I am pleased 
that Bankers Life and Casualty 
Co. has been licensed to do 
business in Connecticut.** 
Two days la te r, on July 19, 
1962, 
Brundage 
and 
Short 
m ailed the senator check No. 
18ii43 (or $5,000. 
Reached in Chicago, Short 
tried to deny the whole affair, 
first he claim ed that Dodd had 
handled the m atter before he 
becam e a senator. When Short 
was reminded that Dodd 
had 
been elected to the senate four 
years prior to his intervention 
for 
Banders L ife in 1962, he 
declared that Dodd had been un­ 
able to arrange the licensing. 
Advised of the se n ato r's let­ 
te r announcing his success in 
obtaining the license, 
Short 
insisted tliat Dodd had not been 
paid. When he was rem inded of 
the $5,000 check, Shortchanged 


his denial to a claim that the 
$5,000 was a loan from his late 
partner, 
bi umlaut-, to 
Senator Dodd. 
“ Tom and Howard used to 
borrow 
money 
from one an­ 
other,** said Short. 
“ It was not a personal check,** 
we pointed out. “ Did Brundage

The plane made a special 
trip to Washington in October, 
1964, to fly him to a T ravelers 
m en's club meeting, then re ­ 
turned him to Washington the 
next day. 
M erritt McDonough, speaking 
for the C harles H. McDonough 
Sons 
Insurance 
Agency, also 
told the Hartford Tim es that 
Dodd had neglected to pay his 
back insurance prem ium s be­ 
cause 
his 
bookkeeper didn*t 
show him the bill. Not until the 
accountant 
left 
the 
payroll, 
claim ed McDonough, did Dodd 
discover he owed $3,403.37 in 
prem ium s dating back in 1962. 


INSURANCE DENIALS 
But Dodd's accountant 
tells 
, a different story. He states that 
he called the unpaid insurance 
prem ium s

attention several tim es, but that 
Dodd m erely shrugged off the 
burgeoning bill.

Washington, D.C.- T ie battle- ( 
ground of the republic in these 
days of the cltizen-soldior ap­ 
p ears to be the draft. 
T here are the card burners, 
the hunger strik e rs, the 
s it- 
inners. Yet if all these 
w ere 
m arshalled in one vast hall, 
they would not equal, 
by far, 
the number of young men who 
en list voluntarily in one month. 
T here are the solid backers 
of the draft, such as the lead­ 
e rs 
of 
labor. None is m ore 
sturdy and steadfast. But they 
are beginning to eye jaundiced- 
ly 
the 
huge bulk of college 
deferm ents and have queried 
L abor Secretary W lrtz on the 
problem . 


This, 
say som e labor lead­ 
e rs 
of considerable influence 
and 
import, 
discrim inates 
against the young men who work 
with th eir hands as well 
as 
brain s — or 
are learning to 
become adept at physical skills 
needed to make a space age 
function. 
While college men are de­

and deferred, young­ 
s te rs in the skilled 
trad e s' 
apprentice training program s 
are be big drafted. 
National la to r leaders, using 
the jargon of their trade;, say 
bluntly, this is “ u n fair." They 
plan to take another look at the 
■ nation’s draft policy which has 
been reaching into apprentice­ 
ship training program s such as 
those 
run by the electrical, 
plumbing or other construction 
industries. 
In the printing

if he has com pleted one year of

training. But if a

“ The citizen-soldier in these 
and all other reserv e training 
units will need the understand­ 
ing and support of his employ­

make sure that neither 
his earning power nor his ad­ 
vancem ent possibilities will be 
jeopardized 
by his m ilitary 
se rv ic e ."

alert 
leaders of unions 
affiliated 
with the AFL-CIO 
to this 
problem . Specifically,
